The insido story of the conflicting 


interests and influences that 
have 


come to the front in connection with 
tho new department extends back in- 
to the campaign and involves an un- 
fortunate misunderstanding as to the 
true position of the Catholic church 
which has lately been the subject of a 
lively discussion in the Catholic press. 


Tho whole thins revolves about the 


establishment of a federal institution 
to promote and organize the educa- 
tional facilities of the United States 
so as to cut down the high per centage 
of illiteracy, to Americanize foreign- 
ers, promote physical education, in- 
cluding health and sanitation, and the 
training of teachers. 


Gibbons Favors Plan 


During tho last campaign, several 


proposals wero mado for a department 
of social welfare or a department ot 
public welfare on tho theory that op- 
position from the Catholic elements 
would thereby bo lessened and on the 
theory that a bureau of education 
could be put into the department of 
welfare. But this the league of wom- 
«'n voters and other women's organiza- 
tions have declined to support and the 
argument is being made that the poli- 
ticians who arc always fearful of re- 
ligious prejudices among their consti- 
tuents have totally exaggerated the 
position of the Catholics who wJbile 
:inxious to have no legislation enacted 
which would interfere in the slightest 
witfc their control over parochial 
schools, are nevertheless 
represented 


as being unwilling to appear before the 
public as the foes of any educational 
project that has for its object the bet- 
terment of all Americans without re- 
spect to race or religion. Indeed, Car- 
dinal Gibbons himself recently wrote 
a letter to a friend which took the 
position that It would be unfortunate 
Indeed if the impression became wide- 
spread that the Catholic church is op- 
posed to the promotion of education by 
the federal government. 


The real trouble arises because of 


tho variety of proposals and the fact 
that thc details of the Smith-Towner 
bill which represents thc wish of the 
educators of the country who arc back 
of tho measure as well as the League 
of Women's voters have not been wide- 
ly explained. In tho first place, abso- 
lutely no control over courses of study 
or management of schools is given in 
the bill. All appropriations are dis- 
tributed by tho several states of the 
Union so that whatever may be the 
relationship existing in each state be- 
tween public and parochial 
schools 


it will bo maintained. Furthermore the 
purpose of the department of educa- 
tion woud be to organize facilities and 
enroll teachers and provide organiza- 
tions of which the states can take ad- 
vantage. The national department of 
education will be a clearing house of 
information for state boards of educa- 
tion and will at tho same time stimu- 
late educational processes in the states

PRISON SENTENCES FOR LIQUOR 


LAW VIOLATORS 


The- proper punishment for violators of 


'.-he Vol<tead enforcement act scorns to pro- 
s<-nt almost as serious a problem to judges 
severally as does th^ enforcement of the 
:iet itself to federal age 


Thousands of arrests and convictions 


of liquor law violators have been made 
throughout the country since prohibition 
has become the law of the land. Thous- 
ands of such cases have been brought be- 
fore judges whose inclinations seem to 
liave been toward leniency, no doubt 
Thinking that this policy would be effective 
and break up the traffic. 
However, it 


seems that the traffic goes on almost un- 
abated, with this policy having little, if 
any. 
effect. 
Hundred* of cases wherein 


absolute guilt vcas t'-'i.bsvhed have been 
brought before juv. 
'••<> have let the of- 


fenders off with small tiues. or dismissed 
the cases with a slight reprimand, advising 
them to watch their st>'p in the future. 


That this plan of leniency has not been 


effective is evidenced by the fact that 
more serious punishment has been dealt 
out during the past few weeks by judges 
in this district. The action of Judge K. 
31. I^andis of Chicago in handing out im- 
prisonment sentences together with heavy 
lines has met with much favor by those 
"who believe in. strict enforcement of our 
laws. And the enforcement of our laws, 
•whether city, state or nation are of vital 
importance to the well-being of society. 


As long as mere fines were imposed upon 


violators of the liqnqr law, they were in- 
clined to view the sentence as of little eon- 
sequence. in fact there have been instances 
of second offenders brought into court who 
•were found to have ceased selling liquor 
on!r long enough to allay suspicion and 
have the first case disposed of. after which 
they were soon found to be back in the old 
game again. 


It seems that the only solution of this 


state of affairs has been to .give offenders 
a view from behind prison bars for a few 
months, as it is this kind of sentence that 
will prove to violators that judges are in 
earnest in ridding the country of the liquor 
traffic. The recent action of Judge Geiger 
of Milwaukee in sentencing four offenders 
to imprisonment will serve as a most sig- 
nificent warning to those who are still de- 
fying the law in this district. It will also 
give those who have already been appre- 
hended an idea of what may be awaiting 
them when their cases come up for trial, if 
gailt is found. 


Prison sentences arc apt to be viewed 


quite differently from fines and the soon- 
or a persistent policy of this kind is pur- 
sued by the judges of the country, the soon- 
er will we sec the enforcement of the Vol- 
ht^ad act a matter of fact as wll as pnr- 
jM)se. Federal officers have done a great 
•work in bringing offenders into court., bnt 
mere warnings and leniency in fines have 
not brought the resnlt anticipated in the 
Eighteenth amendment.

LIGHT FOE CRIME 


"Light is the best care for crime." says 


Lieut, James J. Skehan of the New York 
police force. ''"The first step in cleaning; 
up a city is to provide plenty of arc 
lights." 


Lient. Skehan is unquestionably right. 


"Bright lights" have been given undue 
prominence as a sinful lure. It should be 
remembered that neither sins nor crimes 
are often committed in the light. They 
seek the dark places. Murders and hold- 
ups and burglaries occur on dark streets, 
or in the dark sections of poorly lighted 
streets. The stores and banks robbed are 
likely to be those not lighted up at night 
so that passers-by can see into them. 


Light is always cleansing, always hy- 


gienic, whether in the physical world or in 
tie realm of morals or mind. Civilization 
is often compared with light. It is a fact 
that modern civilization has developed 
along with the improvement of lighting 
methods,-which have lengthened the short 
winter nights of northern climes, enabling 
people to work or play or study as easily 
by night as by day. 


These "crime wares'" which appear so 


often with the coming of winter, and of 
which this last one seems rather worse 
than usual, are nothing compared with 
similar outbreaks of lawlessness in olden

When Mrs. Sairey Gamp assures you that your 


sallow skin, or the so-called "liver spots'* on it are 
duo to something the matter with your liver, it 
would be well to tcH her in turn that you think she 
must be coming down with lingual St. Vitus' dance. 
You arc as nearly correct as she is, and your right 
to make diagnoses is as firmly established as hers. 


If you should ever be taken nl. or sick as they 


prefer to say in England, BO very sick that you be- 
come ill. as we say in America, and a little yellow- 
ish or greenish bile should show up after your ear- 
lier efforts, don't let anybody deduce therefrom that 
it is your liver. The fact that the bile comes thru 
so positively^ rather goes to prove that it is not your 
liver at all. Repeated vomiting, bo matter how 
caused, brings up some bile in a normal individual. 
If there were some obstruction of the gall-conveying 
apparatus, then no bile would appear. 


I have just one more compliment to pay the al- 


manacologist and then we will call it a day. Some 
one a long while ago conceived a theory that cal- 
omel does something to the liver or tho bile. It 
doesn't. Not a thing. But that notion prevails 
widely, and therefore a great deal of calomel is tak- 
en ill-advisedly by people who too readily indict 
their own livers. Calomel is merely a. physic. It 
can serve no good purpose which safer physics will 
not serve, and sometimes it does a lot of harm, not 
to even mention the needless nausea and misery 
many victims of the calomel habit endure.

Those bachelors of art 
and science, whom we turn out by 
tho thousand every year with the 
speed and uniformity of cakes of soap 
from a factory, may be visited by the 
disturbing notion that they are bach- 
elors indeed hi tho sense that they arc 
not wedded to any art or any science 
whatever—that, in fact, they have 
never more than flirted with those two 
dangerous damsels and know no more 
about them than the true bachelor 
does about women. 


This does not apply, of course, to 


the men who go to universities to 
learn specific things, such as agricul- 
ture, engineering, chemistry, physics, 
law or medicine. 
These men find 


at the university the books and labora- 
tories they need, and men to guide 
them in the use of these facilities. 
That is enough for any man who real- 
ly wants to learn something. 


It is the so-called liberal education 


which we refer to, and which the 
chancellor of Washington university 
refers to. It is further referred to very 
opportunely in a long report which has 
just been published by the bureau of 
education, tracing the history of the 
degree of bachelor of arts in this coun- 
try from 1642, and showing just what 
it consists of in some hundred differ- 
ent universities. 


Table dHote Education. 


This report is respectful, not to say 


laudatory in tone; but the facts of it 
reveal with painful clarity Just what 
a liberal education in tho United 
States has come to be. It has come to 
be much like a 75 cent table d'hote 
dinner—a little of this and a little of 
that. There may be a choice between 
prunes and bread pudding for dessert, 
but aside from that you can't have 
anything different from the other fel- 
low, and you can't have any more. 


These 
table d'hoto dinners are 


founded on the notion that all human 
animals are about alike in their gas- 
tronomic noeds and tastes. The as- 
sumption works fairly well in most 
cases, individuality in eating not being 
of any special value. And the bachelor 
of arts degree is founded on the notion 
that all boys of 20 are almost exactly 
alike in their mental needs and tastes. 
That assumption is fundamentally 
wrong, because they differ, and the 
flrst purpose of education should be 
to keep them different, to develop their 
differences. 
If a man does anything 


of unusual value, it is because he is a 
different sort of man. The average 
man does the average thing. An 
army of mediocrities is what the col- 
leges produce, when they ought above 
all to be machines which sift out the 


must be Just a little interested in each 
of them. But in the nature of the 
case only about one man iii a hundred 
feels any interest in more than one of 
these things which he must study, and 
most of them feel no interest in any 
of them. They are there to get de- 
grees. They get them. Anyone not a 
moron can get a degree in an Ameri- 
can university. A class in economics 
takes nine months to dawdle through 
books that a man really interested in 
the subject would read in his leisure 
in one week. The dullest student can 
hardly fail to absorb a. fair share of 
their contents in that time, while the 
bright boy postpones bis acquaintance 
with them until the night before the 
examination, then makes a hasty di- 
gest hi about three hours and passes 
with ease. 


Making Mediocrities. 


This leaves him free for the real 


business of college life, which consists 
of athletics, a system of school politics 
as elaborate as those of a Chicago 
ward, a fraternity, dances and socia! 
life generally. 
This is the live part 


of college life. 
It Is colorful, spon- 


taneous, exciting barbarous. It gives 
a man a good training for social life, 
for politics on Its pettier side, for the 
life of human herd and group general- 
ly. But» like his hopelessly standard- 
ized course of study, it docs not de- 
velop his individual mentality—his 
tendency, if he has any, to stand apart 
and criticize, to think for himself. It 
teaches him to conform to standards, 
customs, and ideals, not to create or 
to criticize them. His college life is 
pleasant and successful just in so far 
as he develops an aptitude for follow- 
ing and aping leaders, for accepting a 
ready made point-of-view, for being 
a mental and moral chameleon. 


The man of marked individuality is 


not comfortable when he gets to col- 
lege. He is not the kind who delights 
in yelling in chorus, who accepts the 
dictation of seniors In the matter of 
neckties and caps, who toadies and 
truckles to get into fraternities, who 
bows down before some chunk of beef 
and bone who spoiled a promising ca- 
reer on the farm to become a football 
hero. He is not the chap who is inter- 
ested in collecting little dabs of ir- 
relevant useless information as a crow 
collects bright pebbles. This chap is 
an easily recognized type in every 
freshman class. At best he becomes 
the sort of fellow who Is known in 
every college by the name "sorehead." 
That is, he becomes chronically dis- 
gusted with himself and with college. 
At worst, he Is overwhelmed by the 
example of the life around him, and 
by painful effort converts himself 
into "a good, all-around man," who 
looks, talks, yells, and thinks exactly 
like all the rest of tho tribe, spends 
four years learning nothing about 
anything, and goes forth to gladden 
the world with the spectacle of one 
more "educated gentleman."

and sold as Portland cement was an 
inferior product, being: either natural 
cement or Portland cement mixed 


with lime and other cheap filler to 
mate bulk.

be used la making concrete in all 
buildings, 
except private residences 


and farm buildings. Natural cement 
and other products containing an ex- 
cess of lime disintegrate the concrete 
and should not be used under any 
circumstances.

aro warned never to accept natural 
cement or something else "just as 
good" as Portland cement, 
because 


only Portland cement meets the re- 
quirements of tho building code and 
stands the test of time,
